The question whether he voted for, 
and indorsed Goy. Alfred E. Smith 
four years ago in New York has noth- 
ing to do with his present stand 
that the election of the Democratic 
candidate would be “the greatest. moral 
and political calamity that could come 
to this country,” the Rev. F. B. Harris, 
pastor of Foundry Methodist Episcopal 
Chureh, said last night When cues- 
tioned regarding a statement by the 
Democratic National Committee. 

“Tl have nothing to say,” said Dr. 
Harris. “That (his attitude in 1924) 
has no bearing on the present situa- 
tion, and I do not care to comment.” 

Not only did the preacher vote for 
Smith, says the statement, but he 
characterized the governor as “a man 
who knows government from A to Z,” 
Dr, Harris then had “every opportuni- 
ty,” the. bulletin continues, “not only 

to study the private life and public 
record of Gov..Smith, but to acquaint 


himself with the record and qualifi- 
cations of young Roosevelt for public 
office.” In view of this, “the Rev. Har- 
ris did not hesitate to resolve and 
vote for Gov. Alfred E. Smith.” 

Dr. Harris recently attacked Gov. 
Smith for his attitude on prohibition, 
and injected the religious issue for the 
first time into loca] political evangel- 
ism when he discussed the alleged ac- 
tion of Chairman John J. Raskob, of 
the Democratic national committee, in 
“insulting” Methodist pastors. The 
speech was delivered to the Sibley 
Guild.

River flows. And he promised it would 
be in accordance with the best engi- 
neering thought on the subject and 
tuat the site of the dam and the ma- 
chinery generating this water power 
would be preserved in public owner- 
ship. 

Gov. Smith declared at the outset 
of his speech that he regarded “the 
policy of the Government with respect 
to the development of water power as 
one of the very important issues of this 
campaign.” 

In simple language he endeavored to 
acquaint the people with the mammoth 
possibilities of water power develop- 
ment in this country and the impera- 
tive necessity of selecting public offi- 
cials who will safeguard the interests 
of the people, not only of this time and 


generation, but of the unborn millions 
that are to follow. 


Tells of Efforts in New York. 


He told of his efforts as Governor of 
New York against a powerful combina- 
tion of wealth and power to protect 
the peopie of his State from exploita- 
tion of their great natural resources 
by private monopolies. and pledged the 
@ame degree of devotion to the people 
of thé United States if he were elected 
President in November. 

He contrasted the water power plank 
of the Republican national convention 
and the record of the Republican ad- 
ministration with the 
Plank in the Democratic platform and 
his record in his endeavor to’ convince 
the voters of the country that their 
interests lie in the selection of a Dem- 
Ocratic administration at Washington 

Likewise, he contrasted what he had 
to say about water power in his speech 
of acceptance with the lack of any 
mention on the subject in the accept- 
ance speech of his opponent. Hoover's 
subsequent reference to the issue, the 
governor said, was not an enunciation 
of policy—merely a series of meaning- 
less platitudes. 

He went even further than that tn 
his indictment of his Republican op- 
ponent’s stand On water power.

Wants Shoals Controlled. 


“As 1 stated in my speech of ac- 
ceptance, it would be the policy of my 
administration to develop a method of 
operation for Muscle Shoals under 
Government ownership and _ control 
which would reclaim to the Govern- 
ment some fair revenue from the enor- 
mous expenditure already made for its 
development. The development of this 
plant should be completed so that the 
Nation may be reimbursed, agriculture 
receive the benefit @f cheap nitrate 
production for fertilizer purposes and 
the surplus power be distributed fairly 
to the people of the t-n States which 
this plant would serve at rates which 
should remain under the control of 
the Government.” .

lief that the death list would total 
1,000. Other relief and military offi- 
cials estimated dead at upward of 
1,500. 

Schafer said more than 8,782 per- 
sons were fed yesterday by the Red 
Cross and that 4,469 persons were in 
concentration centers, with 130 injured 
refugees in hospitals.

Portes Gil Election

Mexico City, Sept. 21 (A.P.).—-Only 
formalities remain to make Emilio 
Portes Gil provisional president of 
Mexico, succeeding President Calles on 
December 1. A meeting of the steering 


committee of the chamber of deputies 
today ratified a plan by which Portes 
Gil would hold office until February 5, 
1930. A full term regular president to

Gov. Smith can dispose of his de- | 
tractors best by standing in’ his true 
character as the choice of practically 
one-half of the American people for the 
most responsible office in the world. He 
is yet to unfold to the public his views 
on important questions, by which the 
people will judge him. He will be 
elected, if at all, because of his ability 
as a statesman, and not because of his 
ability to denourice unpatriotic indi- 
viduals who are already despised by the 
public. In paying strict attention to 
public questions and in offering con- 
structive suggestions Mr. Hoover has 
gained ground on Gov.

A 
“hard-boiled” board, determined to show 
no mercy to those who have violated laws 
and regulations will serve to keep: the 
department itself in line, but between the 
time a man is appointed to the force and 
his apprehension for an offense there is 
a period in which he can get into all sorts 
of mischief. It is just as important to 
make certain that no potential law vio- 
lators obtain recruit uniforms as it is to 
see that the regulars are kept in line.

It is impossible for the United States 
to agree to a plan that provides for the 
abolition of 10,000-ton cruisers and 8- 
inch guns merely because such vessels 
would be superior to the vessels of the 
British merchant marine armed with 6- 
inch guns. The naval protection of the 


| United States can not be cut to the pat- 


tern of Britain’s naval policy. Each 
country has its own peculiar problems, 
and neither should ask the other to make 
concessions contrary to the dictates of 
national security. The suggestion. that 
the United States should build only small 
cruisers is equivalent to asking that this 
country should keep its naval defenses 
inferior to the naval power of Great 
Britain, because Britain has an enor- 
mously superior merchant marine which 
in time of war would constitute a cruiser 
force. This fact is so well known, and 
was so thoroughly ventilated at the late 
Geneva conference, that an effort now 
by Great Britain to press the proposal 
meets with the resentment of the Presi- 
dent and people of the United States. 
The cause of limitation of armaments is 
not promoted when any power seizes 
upon the cause to bring about over- 
whelming naval advantages for itself. It 
would be greatly more conducive to inter- 
national good will to drop the whole sub- 
ject, and rely upon the pacific intentions 
of all the powers as an incentive for the 
reasonable limitation of their armaments. 

America’s confidence in the willingness 
of the great powers to cooperate in the 
limitation of armaments was so utterly 
destroyed by the Geneva fiasco that abso- 
lute proof must now be forthcoming be- 
fore the United States will believe that 
those powers are ready to negotiate on 
a basis of fairness and equality. The 
Anglo-French accord does not furnish 
this proof, but on the contrary is addi- 
tional evidence that the powers con- 
cerned are seeking to gain advantages 
over others under the pretense of pro- 
moting general limitation of navies. 

So long as insincerity and double- 
dealing are resorted to by European poli- 
ticians in dealing with the problem of 
naval power it need not be expected that

The translation used is by Gerald H. 
Rendall, formerly head master of Char- 
ter House, and is considered by author- 
ities a most excelleat one. 

The Roman emperor and writer was 
born A. D. 121 and died A. D. 180. He 
started these famous meditations with 
a tribute to the morals and teachings 
of his grandfather; the modesty and 
manly character of his father; his 
piety, beneficence and abstinence not 
only from evil deeds but from evil 
thoughts, and the ‘urther simplicity 
in living far removed from the habits 
of the rich,’ from his mother. 

This convenient little volume with 
the introduction of F »f. McCrea as a 
reader’s guide can not fail to interest 
moderns. Those of us familiar with 
this work will read it again with much 
pleasure after reading what Prof. Mc- 
Crea has to say about it.

BOOK TELLS 
ABOUT “THIS 
MAN HOOVER” 


Biographies of the candidates tor the 
Presidency are the literary fad of the 
mometit, and both Secretary Hoover and 
Gov. Smith are having thelr careers 
placed under the microscope of blog- 
raphers, oelf-appointed and otherwise, 
almost daily. 

The latest Hoover biography is called 
“This Man Hoover,” by Ear] Reeves (A. 


L. Burt, New York). It ts described on 
the jacket as a “human interest story” 
of the Republican candidate. There is 
hardly anything which could be said of 
Secretary Hoover tha* would not be of 
“human interest” just now, so Mr. 
Reeves’ explanatory subtitle is unnec- 
essary. 

To most of us the most interesting 
part of Mr Reeves’ book will be that 
written by Secretary Hoover himeelf; 
that is, the compilation of the candi- 
date’s thoughts on vital issues of the 
day. 

There 1s little in the biographical sec- 
tion of the book which has not already 
received publication in the daily press 
or in previous biographies. There are 
several fascinating pages on Secretary 
Hoover’s boyhood quoted from the can- 
didate himself, 

An interesting chapter is that called 
“The Hoovers in Washington,” Mr. 
Reeves declares in that chapter that

In Indiana Tom Lincoln farmed a 
quarter section of land on Little Pig- 
eon Creek, and after a time the family 
arrived and life began there, much as 
it had in Kentucay, a round of toil 
and labor and wrestling a barren living 
from the soil. The house there was 
only a pole shed, or “half faced camp.” 

Tragedy was close upon the heels of 
the little family at Little Pigeon Creek. 
For Nancy Hanks several years later 
died, and little Abe, with a -jackknife, 
whittled piné-wood pegs for the home- 
made coffin his father had made in 
which to bury the wife and mother. 
“So the woman, Nancy Hanks, died, 36 
years old,” Mr. Sandburg tells us, “a 
ploneer sacrifice, with memories of 
monotonous, endless, every-day chores; 
of mystic Bible verses read over and 
over for their promises, and with mem- 
ories of blue, wistful hills and a sum- 
mer when the crab-apple blossoms 
flamed white and she carried a boy 
child into the world.” 

Without the guiding hand ot a 
mother, the little family was helpless, 
indeed. After a few months Tom Lin- 
coln went to Elizabethtown, Ky., where 
Sarah Bush, a former flame of his, was 
the widow Sarah Bush Johnston.

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Don’t Get “Up In the Air’ 
Until You Know Way Down

T has long been one of the more prolific sources of my deeper 
blushes that in the matter of personal valor I bear a distressingly 
close resemblance to Mr. Milquetoast, the “timid soul’’ celebrated 

in the eloquent limnings of Mr. H. T. Webster. 

In fact, more than once have I contemplated the illuminating impres- 
sions of this clever caricaturist of character in the unflattering light 
of personal insult. So perhaps it will be understood that I have not 
adopted the airplane as an expeditious means of transportation, much 
less been shot down in one in mortal combat. Many were, and a con- 
siderable proportion of them, I.suspect, have contributed the benefits 
of the experience so gained to the perfection of convincing realism in 
.our films. That is, a considerable proportion of those who survived. 
For this reason I am led to believe that there must be some valid justifi- 
eation for the weird shrieking that a pictured airplane does while on its 
“way from high altitude to the earth, out of control. 

While I underwent the somewhat unusual experience of being person- 
-ally inducted out of my turn in the draft into Uncle Sam’s army during 
the late upheaval, I never reached the Eastern seaboard, let alone the 
fighting lines in France, so the spectacle of a battle plane shot out of 
the skies does not linger among my memories. But it does in the recol- 
lections of several of my acquaintances and they, too, seem to be ata 
loss to know why such authentic films as ‘“‘Wings’’ and “Lilac Time’”’ 
imbue the crashing ships of the air with eerie noises that resemble the 
sirens on our fire wagons and no doubt caused all cautious ambulance 
drivers at the front to draw up to the righthand curb and await the 
passing of the apparatus. 

These terrifying cries of anguish seem to emanate particularly from 
those planes which burst into flame on the way down. There must be 
some basis in fact for the addition of these unaccustomed wails to all 
pictures of aerial warfare now that the screen has become articulate. 
Otherwise such keen students of their art as John Monk Saunders, Will- 
lam Wellman and George Fitzmaurice would not deem them essential 
to realistic effect. 

I always meant to ask Mr. Saunders about it, but could never manage 
to think of it while in conversation with him, until he visited Washing- 
ton on his honeymoon immediately after having been married to Miss 
Fay Wray at St. Michaels, Md., upon the conclusion of the filming of 
“The First Kiss,’’ and then he seemed to have other things on his mind!

H is not the only thing in a film portraying aerial combat that is 
difficult to understand. There have been too few of these, to be sure, 
to establish any fixed rule, but the subject seems to be one with which 
directors feel that they can take unusual liberties. 

Virtually the only two really significant examples of this new type of 
picture upon which the Capital has been enabled to found a judgment 
are “Wings,” which continues at the National, and ‘“‘Lilac Time,’’ with 
which Colleen Moore packed the Earle for a week, but which, neverthe- 
less, was taken off Friday night to make way for a midnight showing of 
“The Man Who Laughs.’’

HESE deviations from the obvious logic of the situation are to be 
Er accounted for only by the director’s eagerness to keep the star of 
the picture constantly in the eye of the spectator, either by repetitious 
action or the constant utilization of the close-up, or both. Furthermore, 
they are seriously detrimental to the authenticity of the film in which 
they are introduced and impair the reputation and standing of the star 
so exploited in direct proportion to their frequency. 

Welford Beaton has the right idea, I think, when he writes in the 
Film Spectator: ‘All star pictures seem to be made on the assumption 
that the public will patronize them merely to see the stars, consequently 
the stars are kept in front of the camera for much greater footage than 
their importance to the story warrants. The only thing that the public 
is looking for at any time is entertainment. No screen star ever can 
become popular enough to hold his or her popularity with the public 
in the face of a string of poor pictures. Working on this premise, a pro- 
ducer ought to be able to see that a close-up that does not help the pic- 
ture can not, by any possibility, help the star. 

“In many pictures, scenes and shots are distorted to give the star the 
camera. In a given scene the star is of no more importance photo- 
graphically than.an extra in the same scene. The star gets: her im- 
portance in a picture by virtue of being in more scenes than an extra, 
and by having the story revolve about her. Using the camera to increase 
her importance by increasing the width of her smile is not good tech- 
aique.”’ 

All of which, as Joe Cook would say, is why I positively will not ex- 
plain the reason that airplanes whistle when they fall to earth with bon-

W HICH suggests the thought that no plummet ever dropped from 
the heights with more precipitate suddenness than seems likely

In northern New York State 
are hundreds of disused streetcars of 
old types, most of which were once 
pulled by horses, that are now used as 
bungalows for city visitors. 

As the United States is now pretty 
well covered by public service commis- 
sions, the condemnation of street cars 
is more or less a formal rite. Their 
value must be charged off according to 
the rules and a record must be made 
ot their sale or destruction. Many 
transit companies in changing from 
horse power to electric power took 
these horse cars to the edge of some 
ravine set them on fire and pushed 
them over into the depths. 

Street cars of all kinds, both horse 
and electric, are bought and _ “sold. 
Many firms make a business of dis- 
mantling them, after which they will 
sell the bodies to be used as bungalows. 
Wheels, motors, springs, lamps and all 
such gear are sorted out and sold to 
small transit lines somewhere. Fre- 
quently these materials are sent to for- 
eign countries. 

A traveler in Peru and Chile recently 
saw about’ the copper mines a number 
of puffy little steam engines which to 
him looked very familiar. As he drew 
nearer he found that they were some 
of those sturdy steam locomotives 
which used to run on the elevated rail- 
roads of New York City. Much as 
those runty machines were reviled in 
their day, they were unusual in work- 
manship and efficiency.

Auto Production 


To Break Records 
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Motor Trade in Very Favor- 
able Condition, Alvan 
Macauley Says. 


United States and Canadian automo- 
bile production will reach new high 
levels during 1928, according to a view 
expressed by Alvan Macauley, president 
of the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce, who has just left for a 
tour of European countries. Although 
Mr. Macauley is not visiting Europe as 


an official delegate, he expects to 
meet automotive leaders abroad, and 
he has stated his belief that the com- 
ing years will witness a closer tie 
between the business and industrial 
forces of this country and Europe. 
‘One of the chief forces working for 
the probability of many years of 
peace,” said Mr. Macauley, “is the in- 
terrelatiogship of the economic struc- 
ture of the world, which is much more 
closely knit today than at any previ- 
ous time in history. The establishment 
of an American motor. dealership 
abroad, for example, creates employ- 
ment in the country where it is located 
for salesmen,. garagemen, filling station 
workers, and highway builders. Trade 
today is necessarily international, and 
the acquaintances made in interna- 
tional trade serve to cement ties of 
understanding and friendship.”

Is Held Easily Feasible and 
the Lack of It Called 


Dangerous 

Lighting systems of present automo- 
biles are so constructed and installed 
that it is possible to view the car from 
the side without being able to see the 
light from the lamps at all. This is 
shown by engineers to be particularly 
true when the headlamps are dimmed 
and when the weather conditions are 
bad.

New York City in 
Postal Service. 


OTHER CITIES BENEFIT 


Installation recently of the special 
Bir-mail service from Philadelphia to 
Wew York places Washington on par 
with New York City in the overnight 
gir-mail service to and from western 
points, it was explained last week by 
the Pitcairn aviation firm, contractors 
for the route. 

Leaving Philadelphia at 8:30 p. m. 
With the latest collection of westbound 
air mail from Philadelphia and points 
south, the plane arrives at Hadley 
Field at 9:05 p.m. At this point the 
mail is transferred to the westbound 
overnight mail plane for points as far 
west as Chicago, to be distributed on 
the first delivery the next morning. 

Thus, air mail which is posted in 
the afternoon in Washington receives 
the maximum benefit of this fast 
service. Conversely, letters which are 
mailed from cities in the Middle West 


in the afternoon will arrive at Hadley | 


Field, New Brunswick, by overnight 
air mail at 4:45 a.m. The new service 
will leave Hadley Field at 5 a. m., ar- 
riving at 5:35 a. m. with mail destined 
for Philadelphia and nearby cities, and 
deliveries will be made by first post. 

The real significance of this service 
is that it makes the exchange of mail 
between midwest cities and middle At- 
lantic cities a matter of overnight 
service. As an example, a letter air- 
mailed in Washington Monday after- 
moon will be delivered in Chicago 
Tuesday morning, and if promptly an- 
ewered by air mail a reply will be re- 
ceived in Washington Wednesday 
morning. 

Over a dozen smaller cities within 
100 miles of Philadelphia will be simi- 
larly benefited by rail connection with 
the new service at Philadelphia.

to have retained much of his obesity. 

Dr. Paul E. Bechet recently recalled 
gzome of the facts of Napoleon's last 
illness in a paper read at the New 
York Academy of Medicine. Dr. 
O'Meara reported that Napoleon had 
attacks of nausea and vomiting tn July, 
1818. Six months later, Dr. Stokoe 
saw him and found him with the 
game symptoms. In the light of the 
autopsy report made almost three 
years later, it seemed that Napoleon 
had cancer of the stomach, advanced 
enough to cause periodic 
about three years before he died. 

After Dr. Stokoe left, Napoleon was 
without medical service for more than 
a year. His mother had selected Dr 
Autommarchi for his physician, but 
the physician could not make the 
necessary arrangements and get to his 
patient until September, 1819. On his 
way to St. Helena he talked over the 
illness of his illustrious patient, with 
Drs. O’Meara and Stokoe. Dr. Antom- 
marchi found his patient subject to 
nausea and vomiting spells. 

In July, 1820, and all the following 
autumn, he _ suffered greatly from 
mausea and vomiting. In December the 
report was that he was very weak and 
vomited repeatedly. In April, 1821, the 
report was that he was vomiting in- 
cessantly. He sometimes vomited blood. 
There was evidence of hemorrhage of 
the stomach several times during this 
month. On May 5, 1821, he had a 
hemorrhage from the stomach and 
died soon thereafter. 

An autopsy was mede by six physi- 
cians. They found a perforation of the 
stomach into the peritoneum and a 
fairly considerable peritonitis with ad- 
hesions. They decided that the cause 
of the ulcer was a cancer of the stom- 
ach. No cancer was found in the liver 
or other organs. The physicians dls- 
agreed as to what they found in the 
lungs. The stomach was removed and 
carried to Englana. Ther2 have been 
reports that in recent years the stom- 
ach has been critically exainined and 
no evidence of cancer was found. This 
could readily be. In fact, the history 
suggests ulcer of the stomach much 
more than it does cancer. That history 
of at least three years’ duration, ab- 
sence of emaciation. and absence of 
cancer in the liver, fits a diagnosis of 
ulcer with ultimate hemorrhages, per- 
foration, and peritonitis, much bettcr 
than it does cancer.

She is being widely entertained by the 
provincial officials on her stops across 
the continent, and has been privileged 
to gather first-hand information about 
the country and its problems, among 
which the native question looms large. 


Roumanian Wives _ 
Demand Vacation 


Bucharest, Roumania, Sept. 22 (A.P.). 
A movement demanding vacations for 
wives, has been created by a group of 
Roumanian feminist leaders.

Colony of 5,000 on Island, 
Descendants of Slaves, 
Highly Prosperous. 


ALL DEEPLY RELIGIOUS

Beaufort, S. C., Sept. 22 (A.P.)—In 
an island near here where, in 1862, 
Federal Army guns barked for the free- 
dom of the inhabitants, approximately 
5,000 negroes now live as prosperous, 
happy property owning farmers. 

While many modern conveniences 
have found their way to St. Helena 
Island, the negroes still hold to oxen 
as beasts of burden. More than 1,300 
of these animals draw the plows that 
turn the soil for crops of corn, cow- 
peas, sweet potatoes, long staple cotton, 
peanuts and other sea island produce. 


Descendants of Slaves. 


Most of the negroes on the island 
are descendants of slaves. They are 
deeply religious. There are’ seven 
ehurches in the community and nu- 
merous “praise houses” have been 
maintained since long before 1861. The 
praise houses are an institution which 
yearly attracts dozens of students of 
racial history and sociology. 

Twice a week the houses are opened 
for public worship. The congregations 
consist largely of women. A lay offi- 
cer presides, reads from the Bible and 
talks briefly. Negro spirituals are sung 
and at the end of the service some one 
begins prayer. The benches are moved 
to the back of the auditorium and the 
congregation join hands in a circle. 
Bodies sway to the chanting, rhythmic 
spirituals, hands are )ited high in sup- 
plication and the circle moves slowly 
around and around. This is continued 
for a time and the meeting is then 
adjourned, 


Interested in Education. 


The island inhabitants take keen in- 
terest in education. The Penn Voca- 
tional School, principal educational] in- 
stitution of the community, has taken 
prizes in competition with similar 
schools. There is a community house 
and other schools for younger children. 

The community has no orphanage, 
for orphans are promptly adopted by 
some family. No resident of the island 
has ever gone to the poorhouse. 

The present colony was established 
when white residents fled from the is- 
land after the war between the States 
and the lands were sold for taxes. 
Negroes remained on the island and the 
Government assisted them in the op- 
eration of their farms. 

Today there are approximately 1,000 
subdivisions on the land with homes 
and small farms, 


Argentinian Has 


Gold-Lined Tomb 


$500,000 of Yellow Metal 
Said to Have Been Put 
in Walls of Vault. 


Buenos Aires, Sept. 22 (A.P.).—Presg 
reports of a tomb lined with pure gold 
and worth $500,000 have aroused na- 
tion-wide interest. It is said to be 
one of the family vaults in the Cha- 
carita Cemetery and was built by An- 
gel Roverano nineteen years ago. 

In addition to the gold lining the 
vault contains a small statue of a 
woman executed by Bitolfi, for which 
the sculptor is said to have received 
$30,000. Various religious objets d'art 
inclosed in the vault are believed to be 
worth more than $200,000. 

The floor is a mosaic of small gold 
blocks, but it was never finished. 
Senor Roverano’s will provided that 
the vault should be sealed after the 
death of a brother, his only surviving 
relative. This occurred several years 
ago. 


6,000,000 Matches 


Burned a Minute 


World’s Consumption Is 
Placed at Four Trillions 


Every Year. 
Stockton-on-Tees, England, Sept. 22 
(A.P.).—This little town in rural Eng- 
land is celebrating the 100th birthday 
of the match. It was here just a cen- 


tury ago that Johnny Walker, a local 
chemist, invented a “percussion pow- 
der” which, placed on the ends of 
small sticks, became death flares for 
the old-fashioned tinder box. ‘ 

It is now estimated that 6,000,000 
matches are lighted throughout the 
world every minute while the world’s 
consumption has been placed at 3,228,- 
425,000,000 a year based on an estimate 
of five matches a day per capita of 
population. Nearly a billion matches a 
day are used in the United States while 
in England the annual consumption is 
200 billion. In the United States the 
annual output is 300 Dillion. 

If the matches manufactured each 
year were laid end to end they would 
reach a distance of 95,538,145 miles or 
4,000 times around the earth. 


Eiffel Tower Gets New 
30-Ton Coat of Paint 


Paris, Sept. 22 (A.P.)—The Eiffel 
Tower is getting a new coat of paint. 


Thirty tons of paint, costing about 
$20,000, are necessary for the tower to 
look its best. This is too high to per- 
mit it to follow the changes in Paris 
fashions, so it gets its new coat of 
paint every eight years and no sooner. 

This year is an exception. A new 
kind of paint has been tried out on a 
fourth of the surface. But the rest 
will be finished only at the regular 
time, in 1932.

Has Large Library in Wind- 
sor Castle—Wales 
Likes Kipling. 


Windsor, England, Sept. 22 (A.P.).— 
Every member of the British royal fam- 
ily has a different taste in literature, 
says the Windsor Castle librarian. There 
are scores Of books in the castle library 
dealing with naval history and strategy.

Books should have a period limit. 
and may be made to open either way. 

The name of the association, and lo- 
cation, including State, should ap- 
pear on the cover of the book. 

Books should have a _ period-limit. 
This should be noted on the cover or 
on the first page. Example—May, 1928, 
to April, 1929. 

All clippings should be neatly cut 
and posted. 

Clippings should be marked with the 
name of the periodical, the month, the 
day, and the year. Example—The Wash- 
ington Post, 6-15-28. If notation is 
made on clipping, use pencil; if on 
page, use ink. 

Legitimate material consists of pub- 
licity to members which could include 
association programs if publicity has 
been given to them and this publicity 
is noted, and publicity from and con- 
cerning the association. 

Make the book as attractive and as 
artistic as possible—every one, even 
those not interested in publicity, will 
stop to look at an attractive book. 
Only such notations as are necessary 
to identify the article should be used, 
but mounting or outlining of articles, 
scrolls or any arrangement which will 
call especial attention to an article, or 
which will add to the appearance of 
the book, is entirely permissible. Pho-~ 
tographs and pictures may be used 
which have had publicity. These give 
life to the book.

We are one of the few persons on rec- 
ord who protest that she, while still in 
school, knew that she was living about 
the happiest years of her life. We have 
listened to countless responsiblity-rid- 
cen adults sigh over their youth, and 
Say, wungramatically but intensely, 
“them was the happy days!

Whereupon we smile 
sweetly, and figure that we are just so 
Many years of happiness to the good 
because we did realize Just how happy 
and lucky we were! 
» Lest you gather the !mpression that 
we enjoyed ourselves because those days 
vere just one merry round of gaiety, 
let us set down here that we attended 
one of the most rigorous preparatory 
schools and, perhaps, the most difficult 
college in the country. But we man- 
aged to work in a goodly amount of 
parties, very largely because our parents 
took our studying seriously and made 
iS aS easy as possible for us to accom- 
piish our work. 


Convenience Essential to Study. 


In the first place, our parents 
aside one room in our house in which 
we could do our studying absolutely 
free from distraction and interruption 
It wasn’t much of a room, as rooms go, 
but it was equipped with a comfort- 
able, capacious and convenient desk 
and an excellent study lamp. And 
when we went into that room, sat 
down at that desk and snapped on that 
lamp, we were never, under any circum- 


atances, summoned to answer questions | 


or help with the dishes, or find some- 
body’s glasses or run errands. 

The study lamp was fitted with a 
50-watt bulb, frosted, and there was a 
green shade on it, which provided light 
which never tired our eyes. And we 
could strew our papers and books all 
over the landscape, and leave them s0 
strewn until the job in hand had been 
completed. That’s what we call ideal 
studying conditions. 


Fatal to Concentration. 


Nothing makes us more wrathful 
than to-hear a fond, but misunder- 
standing, parent bemoan Johnny's or 
Alice’s low grades and lack of interest 
nm school work, and then to discover 
that Johnny or Alice 
Study in the living room, amidst the 
family group, at a table which must 
oe rearranged before and after study- 
ing, and by the light of an insufficient 
lamp or an inadequate central fixture.

Eye 
Strain is the cause of many, many fail- 
ures in school life, frequently leavinz 
the whole nervous system in such a 
weakened condition that the entire 
body suffers from it. There are many 
xcellent study lamps on the market, 
amps scientifically designed and prop- 
rly shaded, lamps which will make 
studying by artificial light as safe and 
hasy as by daylight. Some of these 
lamps are mest inexpensive. Others 
are more elaborate. But the important 
hings are the shade and the electric 
bulb. All else is vanity.

that lands held by them are not in- 
vestment holdings, but stock in trade, 
to be treated on a par with stock on 
the shelves of dealers in other com- 
modities. 

The Atlantic Coast Realty Co., filing 
a consolidated return with the Virginia- 
Carolina Land Corporation, made use 
of a so-called inventoxsy of its land at 
market value and on that basis re- 
ported a net income of some $14,000. 
The commissioner treated the inventory 
as “a charge down of real estate,” dis- 
allowed it, and determined there was 
a deficiency of some $29,000. This ac- 


tion was based on a decision of the | 


Bureau of Internal Revenue made in 
1921 to the effect that a taxpayer en- 
gaged in the real estate business is 
-not permitted to inventory real estate 
which is held for sale. 


Difficulty in Valuation. 


The taxpayer claimed that the diffi- 
culties of annual valuation of land for 
inventory use are no greater than those 
involved in the application of other 
provisions of the revenue act. 

The board states that they have not 
been able to find any reference to such 
an accounting practice in the business 
of buying and selling lands, and that 
it seems plain that the use of inven- 
tories is not practical in such a busi- 
ness. The opinion says: 

“Instead of being a more convenient 
method of accounting, as it is with 
large stocks of small merchandise be- 
ing frequently turned over, it 1s 50 
cumbersome and uncertain as to be 
generally impractical,”

An aroused public opinion soon rallied to 
the support ot the Virginia-born judge, who 
made up his mind to get to the bottom of 
Philadelphia’s booze wars. 

One of the first of those long suspected of 
being at the top of Philadelphia’s alcohol game 
to be dragged unwillingly before Judge Lewis’ 
grand jury was Max “Boo Boo” Hoff, also 
known as the “Two Boos,” and the “Couple o’ 
Boos,” and credited with being the “King of 
the Bootleggers” in Philadelphia te~vitarv, as 
well as one of the leaders of a nation-wide 
“rum ring.” 

It developed that the “Boo Boo” had enter- 
tained no less a personage than Scarface Al 
Capone, Chicago’s notorious “Beer Baron,” 
upon at least one occasion at a Philadelphia 
hotel. Links connecting the “Boo Boo” and 
the Scarface were forged by Judge Lewis’ 
grand jury. There was ample evidence.that 
when Philadelphia ran short of gunmen Chi- 
cago was ever ready to furnish “extras,” and 
that when the Scarface’s Chicago mob required 
strengthening Philadelphia always stood ready 
to add to its number. 

How many have fallen before machine guns 
and sawed-off shotguns of Chicago gangsters 
in Philadelphia, or how many have gone to 
expensive funerals in Chicago as a result of 
periodical visits to that city of Philadelphia 
mobs, was one of the problems Judge Lewis 
and his grand jury had to tackle..

‘The facts that are visible to them are that 
most persons consider .the violation of pro- 
hibition as a sort of game or sport to be 
boasted of. 

“The bootlegger comes into existence to sup- 
ply a demand. The heavy stakes represented 
by the profits from the sale made make the 
bootlegger greedy to obtain more trade. He 
resents competition or intrusion on his terri- 
tory. 

“This competition is the direct cause of the 
rang warfare, with which the machine gun, 
the silenced pistol and the sawed-off shotgun 
have been so conspicuously connected. 

“Wholesale bootleggers build up armed 
gangs to defend their shipments and to keep 
competitors out of their territory. These 
henchmen become excellent marksmen. They 
are willing to serve their employer in any 
emergency. Our streets become their battle- 
ground. 

“Gunmen existed before prohibition, but now 
they feel safe to pursue their murderous 
course when they are told their -employers 
have obtained police protection by purchase.”

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NEW DISCOVERIES ABOUT INSECTS| 
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R. LELAND O. HOWARD, president of 
the Fourth International Congress of 
Entomology, told the recent convention of 
scientists in Ithaca, N. Y.: “This is not the 
age of man. It is the age of insects. Man 
is a newcomer; he is as yet an experiment, 
and the same may be said of his very remote 
ancestors of the whole vertebrate series.” 

Will the insects dominate man? Scientists 
say that the only animal group which has not 
yet acknowledged man’s overlordship, the only 
group which may seriously contest his place 
in the sun, are the six-legged little flyers and 
crawlers that bite our ankles, crawl down our 
necks or get into our picnic salad. They carry 
germs, destroy our crops, attack our cattle 
and war against man generally. 

How “wise” they are, how inventive they 
are, how they rival the most ambitious efforts 
of humans with uncanny skill, are set fortis 
in the following article from Austin H. Clark, 
renowned scientist of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, Washington, D. C.

Mr. Clark, who has spent 
ful years of his life uveuatian the habits 
of almost every known ki of living crea- 
ture, points out that the highest forms of 
civilization attained by man rest upon slowly 
acquired knowledge which is most nearly ap- 
proached not by mammals, as might well be 
expected, but by insects. To be sure, Clark 
gives birds and mammals their due, explain- 
ing that many of them have practices in com- 
mon with the more civilized races of men. 
The complicated engineering achievements of 
beavers and the Intricate construction of 
some birds’ nests are examples, Bower birds 
also have a taste for ornamenting their nests 
with shells, while pack rats, crows and jays 
enjoy the human miser’s trait, hiding away 
anything shiny they might come upon, later 
to gloat over their spoils in selfish solitude. 

Insects, however, make much broader ap- 
plications of the principles of physics and 
chemistry than do most of the mammals, 
Clark says, emphasizing the point that these 
are two of the sciences that probably have 
contributed most to the elevation of man’s 


estate, He explains:

éé ASPS learned to make paper long be- 

fore man acquired the art, and the 
parasite varieties employ the principle of 
asepsis with enviable skill. One species, be- 
fore laying eggs on a caterpillar or spider, 
paralyzes the victim with an injection of 
formic acid which at the same time preserves 
it from decay, whereas another kind protects 
the eggs themselves with a thin layer of this 
chemical when depositing them and allows 
the host to go on with business as usual. 
Some digger wasps also make use of tools, 
patting down the earth with small sticks or 
stones after filling in their holes, 

‘Hawk moths, humming birds and hover 
flies are more advanced than man in one re- 
spect, having learned to fly backward as well 
as forward. An entirely adequate knowledge 


of physical strains and stresses which man 
today knows all too little about is displayed 


by spiders in the construction of their webs, 
geome species even devising efficient trap- 
doors with hinges. 

“The spinning ants of Africa and Australia, 
although not equipped with spinning ap- 
paratus themselves, have learned how to 
make use of involuntary child labor by press- 
ing their larvae into service. When they set 
out to make one of their huge nests, they 
take some of their helpless young and use 
them as shuttles to sew bunches of leaves to- 
gether with the liquid silk they contain until 
the supply is nearly exhausted, Then they 
return the larvae to their resting place and 
bring out a fresh supply of living shuttles. 

“As for drunkenness, butterflies and moths 
frequently ‘take too much’ in the fall from 
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rotting apples, and some species of these in- 
sects are excessively fond of tobacco smoke. 
Bees also are notorious inebriates, and hum- 
ming birds and some butterflies are out-and- 
out bullies, darting at any creature they can 
hope to scare, Hornets and ants are strong 
defenders of property rights, while caterpil- 
lars, moths and bagworms have the habit of 
covering themselves over, like men, with 
layers of protective clothing.”

Perhaps it 
quires a goodly 
stretch of the 
imagination to picture an 
ant playing the violin. 
Yet certain varieties of 
the tiny creatures come 
pretty close to doing that very 
thing. Nor do they have to 
manufacture the music-produc- 
ing instrument. Mother Nature has provided 
them with one—a finely edged lute fastened 
to the abdomen, and a plectrum, or sounding 
board, so conveniently located that “‘by rasp- 
ing the surface the ants can produce exceed- 
ingly delicate and high-pitched musical 
notes,”” according to Dr. Robert Staeger, Ger- 
man insect expert. He recently spun a yarn 
in Kosmos Magazine (Stuttgart)that would 
make a Jules Verne extravaganza seem tame 
in comparison. Not long ago, he says, on an 
exploration trip he reached the crest of a 
mountain. Noticing a nest of large red ants, 
he decided to watch their maneuvers a little 
while, Picture his surprise when, all of a 
sudden, the wee things began to emit tiny 
musical sounds! But let him describe his 
own sensations: 


“Tt remembered I had read that a large 
South American ant when disturbed betrayed 
its emotions by knocking its head violently 
upon the walls of its leaf-built home 80 as to 
produce a loud, distinct sound resembling the 
noise made by a rattlesnake,”

A SSUMING he might be viewing a like 
phenomenon, Dr. Staeger investigated 


the situation thoroughly, soon discovering a 
dead larch trunk housing a colony of good- 
sized ‘‘black-horse”’ ants closely resembling 
those we have in our warmer regions. Next, 
the scientist broke open the rotten wood, 
which contained a series of carefully devised 
tunnels and partitions literally swarming 
with the insects. All Dr, Staeger’s opera- 
tions were carried out painstakingly so as not 
to disturb the inhabitants.

In addition to the tree-planting work on 
the preserve, the Wisconsin department is 
carrying out a program of highway beautifi- 
cation.

which I demonstrated the 
existence of the stridulat- 
ing apparatus. 

“All of these little 
musicians among the ants 
make use of a similar in- 
strument, differing only 
in being attuned to a 
higher or lower pitch. 
This instrument consists 
of two distinct parts, 
which we will call the 
lute and the plectrum. 
The ‘lute’ is situated on 
the abdomen and consists 
of microscopically fine 
grooves. The _ plectrum 
is in the shape of a rod 
or pencil attached to the 
segment which unites the 
abdomen and the thorax. 
When the ant moves its 
abdomen rapidly up and 
down, the pencil moves in 
brief intervals across the 
grooves on the ‘lute.’ 
There ensues a sort of 
humming chirp which is 
perceptible by our ears 
only when a great number of the little musi- 
cians unite in a symphony.”’

OW many of us would be 
willing to believe that cer- 
tain insects are agriculturists, 
with scientific methods of till- 
ing the soil that In point of time 
preceded the most venturesome 
efforts of man? Yet ants in 
certain districts have been 
known to plant seeds, whereas 
others are experts in the highly 
specialized art of growing mush- 
rooms! Scientists on expedi- 
tions in Brazil have observed 
great multitudes of ants which 
climb trees, place themselves on 
the surface of a leaf, next cut- 
ting with their sharp, scissor- 
like jaws a nearly semicircular 
incision on the upper side and 
later detaching the piece by tak- 
ing the edge between the jaws 
and giving a sharp jerk. Fora 
long while men were at a loss 
to find the reason for this pro- 
cedure, but finally it was learned 
that leaves were taken into sub- 
terranean chambers, where they 
were left to ferment and decay, 
forming a sort of leaf mold in 
which the ants grow mush- 
rooms, 


Certain kinds of bees are car- 
penters with a remarkable tech- 
nique. Edward Step, English 
bee expert, describes their art 


White ants as mushroom growers, from a painting by Theodore 
These insects keep their mushroom beds scientifi- 
cally and even collect grass and leaves to assist in their formas 
tion. In the drawing the ants are shown on an enlarged scale 
issuing from their tunnels and gathering the mushrooms. 


While there are no fewer than 42 kinds of 
termites in the United States, according to 
T. E. Snyder, of the Bureau of Entomology, 
United States Department of Agriculture, the 
best known are subterranean in their habits. 
Primarily woodborers, they are not as com- 
mon nor as spectacular as the mound-build- 
ing @? tree-nesting varieties of the tropics. 
Making their homes generally in the forests, 
they build their nests in the wood of stand- 
ing timber, logs or stumps in cleared land. 
Mr. Snyder describes the termite kingdom as 
follows:

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as follows: “The female car- 
penter, having passed the win- 
ter in some snug corner, awak- 
ens in spring to the important 
duties of life, and looks out for 
some post or pole that will serve 
her purpose, for she does not 
touch living wood. Next, she 
sets about her work by cutting 
with her jaws an oblique tunnel about half 
an inch in diameter, Before this has ex- 
tended far into the wood she alters her 
direction, making her boring run straight 
downward for about fifteen inches. At the. 
bottom the insect carpenter gives it a turn 
again to the exterior of the post. As she 
gnaws the wood it is reduced to the condition 
of sawdust, and all this has to be carried out

Early Memories. 
Remarkable instances of memories of ex- 
treme infancy, including one of a man who 
remembered details of a fire which happened 
when he was a baby of eight months, and 


one of a woman who remembered what hap- 
pened a few minutes after her birth, were re- 
counted recently by Mr. J. A. Hadfield, psy- 
chologist of London University, England, be- 
fore a section meeting of the. British Psy- 
chological Society. We quote from Dr. E, E. 
Free’s Week's Science (New York): 

“Too many parents assume,” Mr. Hadfield 
sald, ‘that babies are ‘too young to under- 
stand.’ Infants are permitted to witness dis- 
turbing sights or sounds from which children 
a few years older are kept away. Perhaps, 
Mr. Hadfield admits, a baby may be too young 
to understand, but it is never too young to 
remember and to be disturbed by the memory 
in later life. In one instance a choking fit 
brought on by too strong a dose of smoke 
from a drug at an age of less than 2% years 
was remembered so vividly by one of Mr. Had- 
field’s patients, although not clearly or con- 
sciously, that it was the cause of asthma in 
adult life.’

The dreaded tornado is one of the last 
ominous threats of nature. Men have pene- 
trated most of the vast jungle mysteries. 
They have flown into the remote recesses of 
the Arctic. They are devising new means of 
conquering strange and terrible diseases. Yet 
ever since the white man first set foot on the 
North American continent he has been forced 
to confess himself well-nigh helpless before 
the tornado. It may appear in any month, 
at almost any hour of the day or night, carry- 
ing away the very house in which he lives, 
as well as the loved ones lives he 
atrives to protect 

In consequence, modern-day scientists have 
been experimenting continually in the hope 
of devising ways and means to combat the 
spasmodic natural cataclysm. The hope may 
soon be realized, according to a noted build- 
ing expert of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, L. V. Teesdale, of the forest 
products laboratory. He has offered plans 
for designing a peculiar type of buildings 
which he claims will resist successfully the 
terrific internal pressure so characteristic of 
the phenomenon. 

Dr. Robert Decourcey Ward, professor of 
climatology at Harvard University, has pic- 
tured man’s hitherto futile warfare with the 
devastating maneuvers of the tornado as fol- 
lows: 

“A tornado is a very intense, progressive 
whirl of small diameter, with inflowing winds 
which increase tremendously in velocity as 
they near the center, developing 
counter-clockwise ascensional 
whose violence exceeds that of any other 
known storm. From the violently agitated 
main cloud mass there usually hangs a writh- 
ing, funnel-shaped cloud, swinging to and fro, 
rising and descending—the dreaded sign of 
the tornado.

Science has gained a little optimism out 
of the fact that the tornado, by reason of its 
fast-moving swirling smass of wind within a 
black sky, gives some measure of warning 
of its approaching devastation. Thus men 
always have had a few moments, at least, 
in which to seek safety. However, the un- 
fortunate situation has always been that no 
one can predict with any degree of accuracy 
just where a tornado may strike. True 
enough, the area of destruction is usually 
rather restricted, fragile buildings near the 


catastrophe oftentimes 


untouched. 


remaining entirely 
But men are extremely liable, 
not knowing just where to go to save their 
lives, to become panic-stricken in times of 
tornado. 

Small wonder that men always have con- 
sidered the tornado as one of our worst nat- 
ural catastrophes—science with all its 
vaunted knowledge has been virtually help- 
less in trying to combat its devastation, 
estimated conservatively at many millions 
of dollars annually in the United States, 

However, the newest announcement of- 
fers new hope for America—particularly for 
the dwellers in the great central lowlands 
of the eastern part of the United States 
where the tornado’s real cradle is believed 
to be. There is now every indication that 
at last men will be able to. build tornado- 
proof buildings. 

Mr. Teesdale, inventor of the new build- 
ing designs, describes his findings as fol- 
lows

as pointed out by the Weather Bureau, is that 
the winter varieties northeastward 
tend to increase in intensity more 
rapidly by night than by day. The reason 
is that the cool section of a cyclonic area is 
relatively clear and the warm section is rela- 
tively cloudy. 

At night, therefore, the clear section gets 
colder, or at least is colder than it would 
otherwise be, owing to the great loss of heat 
from the surface by radiation, while the 
clouded side more nearly maintains its tem- 
perature. During the daylime, on the other 
hand, the clear side warms up by means of 
the sun’s rays, while the clouded portion 
again changes but little in temperature. Dur- 
ing the night, therefore, the temperature 
contrast between the warm and cool portions 
of the cyclone becomes or tends to become 
more and more pronounced, and during the 
day less and less-so. Furthermore, there is 
greater interference to the flow of the colder 
air during the daytime, owing to thermal 
convection caused by the sun’s rays, than at 
night. Hence, owing to the greater tempera- 
ture contrast at night than during the day 
and less obstruction to wind movement, the 
cyclone normally grows, ortends to grow, 
more rapidly at night than during the day.

Mr. Teesdale, inventor of the very latest 
building designs, points out that the damage 
done to two large rooins in a school building 
in St. Louis during the tornado ‘that swept 
the city last fall, gives some idea of the in- 
tensity of internal pressure produced by the 
whirling winds. These rooms, part of a one- 
story building, were roofed with concrete slabs 
supported on steel trusses. Thick brick walls 
without ‘windows surrounded the rooms, 
each wall being broken “only by some three 
openings. The furious force of the tornado 
blew a large percentage of the roof slabs from 
their supports. Most of them dropped through 
the trusses to the floor while some were car- 
ried upward and outward over the parapet 
walls and dropped into an open yard. The 
average weight of these blocks was about 35 
pounds to the square foot, so the internal pres- 
sure caused by the tornado must have been 
terrific.

Bordeaux (A.P.).—sSimple proof that the 
earth still rotates has been produced by 
making again the famous experiment of the 
French physicist Foucault. 

A great pendulum, a fine wire with a 
weight at the end, was suspended freely from 
the top of the stock exchange cupola :.nd 
made to swing over a graph sheet. The pen lu- 
lum continued to swing in the same plane 
while the graph sheet showed that the earth, 
and naturally the building, turned under it. 

A pendulum 75 feet long was used, each 
oscillation lasting four and one-half. seconds. 

This was the method used by Foucault, 
who made his test in the Pantheon at Paris.

FOR SKY STUDENTS 
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TAR GAZERS will have a heavy schedule 
in November because there are meteor 
showers and an eclipse of the moon to be 
seen. The eclipse will be on November 27 in 
North and South America, the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans, Australia, the western and 
northern extremities of Europe and part of 
eastern Asia. The total phase will last nearly 
one hour. 

The moon will first come in contact with 
the umbral shadow of the earth at 2:24 a. m., 
Eastern Standard time, when the partial 
phase begins, aceording to a bulletin by the 


American Nature Association. It will pass 
deeper and deeper into it until it becomes en- 
tirely immersed in it at 3:33 a. m. This is 
the beginning of total eclipse, which will last 
for 56 minutes. The moon will not be en- 
tirely invisable during this period, however, 
for its surface will be illuminated by light 
from the sun passing into the shadow of the 
earth through the ring of atmosphere sur- 
rounding the earth. : 

The eclipse will occur one hour earlier in 
Central time, two hours earlier in Mountain 
time and three hours earlier in Pacific time, 
so on the Pacific Coast for instance, the 
moon will enter the earth’s umbral shadow 
at 11:24 p. m. November 26, will be com- 
pletely within it by 12:33 a. m. November 
27 and will be totally eclipsed until 1:29 
a. m., when it begins to emerge and Jeaves 
it‘completely at 2:39 a. m. 

Although total eclipses of the moon are 
far more generally observed than total 
eclipses of the sun, since they may be seen 
from more than half of the earth’s surface 
while a total eclipse of the sun, according to 
the American Nature Association, is visible 
only within a very narrow path of great 


length, yet they are not of so common oc- 
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currence that they pass unobserved or fail 
to arouse popular interest. 

There is also to be a partial eclipse of the 
sun on November 12 with a maximum mag- 
nitude of 81 per cent of the sun’s diameter 
covered by the moon. This will be visible 
only in the British Isles, the greater part of 
Europe, Egypt and Western and Central 
Asia. 

The occultation of Mars, on November 29, 
will be visible in the northwestern and 
northern States and in Canada, although in 
the eastern part of North America it will 
take pla». just before or after sunrise, It 
will 2: ut be visible in the Southern or South- 
western States. 

This is another phenomena for observa- 
tion of which the observer in fortunate locali- 
ties must be up early in the morning hours. 
The exact time varies in different localities. 
Jupiter also will be temporarily hidden be- 
hind the moon this month on November 25, 


‘but only to observers in the south temperate 


and south frigid zones. 

The two annual periodic showers of me- 
teors due in November are the Andromedes 
or Blelids, so-called because they are prob- 
ably remnants of Biela’s lost comet, and the 
Leopids, which follows in the orbit of anoth- 
er comet, called after its discoverer. Tem- 
pel’s comet of 1866. The reddish, slowly 
moving Andromedes may be seen anywhere 
from November 20 to November 30, and will 
appear in the evening hours coming from thé 
direction of Andromeda and the rapidly maw- 
ing, blueish colored Leopids will stage their 
greatest display about November 14 or 15, 
and they will come from the direction of, the 
Sickle in Leo, hence their name Legnids.

It is in charge of Mrs. Josephine August Hey- 
ser, wife of First Class Private Richard Hey- 
ser, of the Signal Corps, U. S. A. The Hey- 
sers sailed for Alaska from Seattle several 
weeks ago and reached Point Barrow early in 
September. charge 
of the radio station the Signal Corps is estab- 
lishing there and will send out the weather 
data which his wife collects twice each 24 
hours. It will be radioed to Seward, 1,200 
air miles away and from there sent by cable 
to the United States. 

Meteorologists throughout the wor'd for a 
long time have realized the very great impor- 
tance of having reliable, constant and fresh 
information from the Polar regions in order 
to aid them in making forecasts as accurately 
as it is possible to make them. The observa- 
tions of men on ships in the far north, or 
those taken on Polar expeditions through the 
air or on the frozen land, are of very little 
practical value to the forecaster, since often 
they do not reach the “outside” until long 
after their meaning in a weather sense has 
been lost. 

The Point Barrow station, therefore is 
counted upon to make real contributions to 
the data upon which our domestic weather 
is predicted. There is a station in the Mac- 
kenzie River Valley in Canada, far up toward 
the Polar Sea, but there are no others on 
this continent and not many bordering the 
Polar Sea anywhere in the world. 

‘For many years,’ said Dr. Charles F. Mar- 
vin, chief of the United States Weather Bu- 
reau, “it has been recognized by meteorolo- 
gists throughout the world that information 
about meteorological conditions was incom- 
plete without observations in the higher 
latitudes. 

“This is true because the entire 
circulation of the atmosphere is brought 
about by the contrasts in temperature be- 
tween the polar and equatorial regions. All 
the data that is obtainable with respect to 
surface conditions on the sea and on the 
land and all that is obtainable about con- 
ditions in the strata above the surface of the 
earth and sea, are desired by the meteor- 
ologist so that he may reach. the most ac- 
curate conclusions.” 

Dr. Marvin did not wish to reflect in the 
slightest upon the brave men who have ven- 
tured into the Arctic, actuated in part at 
least by the expressed desire to obtain scien- 
tific data that might be useful to the meteor- 
ologist. He did agree that the price paid for 
the information secured had been high in the 
lives of the men who were lost in the merci- 
less struggle against nature. 

“Observations made on a Polar’ expedi- 
tion,” said Dr. Marvin, ‘‘which may cover a 
short period of time and which may not be 
sent to the outside world for a long time 
after they have been taken, are not of any 
«great practical value in forecasting the 
weather.

“Meteorology science and 
like any other science its conclusions must 
be based upon a continuous series of obser- 
vations, not upon a few now and then. It is 
for this reason that we do not consider the 
meteorological observations obtained on 
polar expeditions to have any great value. 
We sent a man with Commander Byrd on his 
North Pole expedition and we are sending 
another with him to the South Pole. Obser- 
vations taken on such expeditions may lead 
to important discoveries along meteorological 
lines, but they can not help much in fore- 
casting the weather upon which man must 
plan for his crops, for the sailing of ships 
and for the navigation of the air.” 

The Weather Bureau has been interested 
in obtaining meteorological data from Point 
Barrow—facts about wind velocity, clouds, 
rain or snow, barometric readings, tempera- 
tures—for many years. It secured its first 
data from Point Barrow 47 years.ago when 
an expedition sent out by the War Depart- 
ment collected meteorological information. 
Since then observations have been taken 
there more or less casually, when the bureau

Gen, Gibbs, 
chief signal officer of the Army, who knows 
his Alaska well, determined to establish a 
permanent station at the Point. It will ac- 
cept commercial business and probably won't 
cost the Government a cent. 

When the Weather Bureau heard what 
was to be done it searched around for an 
observer. It didn’t need a trained metevcrolo- 
gist. A few facts are required. It doesn’t 
take a scientist to read a barometer, a ther- 
nometer, a wind gauge, or tell whether it 
is raining or snowing or \is clear. Mrs. Heyser 
was glad to take the job. In a few menths 
when winter sweeps down upon the United 
States the country will learn whether or 
no daily observations on the Polar Sea are 
important in forecasting what’s coming off 
in this country, 

In the meantime the meteorologists are 
keenly interested, not that they wish to 
minimize the efforts of polar explorers, but 
because they feel that a science such as 
theirs attempts to be, can not arrive at 
accurate or trustworthy conclusions on data 
that is months old or that covers possibly 
only a very short period of time.

It is fortunate that 
in Washington, where there are such wide 
streets to be shaded, the graceful elm answers 
the requirements imposed by the tree censor. 

It is quite customary for a physician to 
prescribe life in the open air for his patients. 
Certainly trees invite and encourage such a 
health measure which is a foe to many mala- 
dies. Irrespective of the half million trees 
in the parks in and about Washington those 
along the curb contribute more and more to 
the health of people as they know how to re- 
ceive the most from them.

‘Falling upon the Picts, to revenge the 
death of their fellow, there ensued a shrewd 
bickering betwixt them: so that of the Scots 
there died threes gentlemen besides a 
great number of the commons: not one of 
them understanding, until all was done, what 
the matter meant. 

“Of the Picts there were 
slain. And this

about an hundred 
circumstance led to the 
bloody war betwixt these two nations.”’ 

The ‘‘bloody war’’—or series of wars—led 
to the wiping out of the Pictish power in 
Scotland, and to the destroying of the Picts 
themselves, aS a nation. 

Within a few years the 
horde of Picts was dispersed; 
ruled supreme in the country 
had ousted their barbarian 
ever, savagery had yielded 
civilization,

It is consoling to those who deplore the 
fact that 1,620 trees were removed in the 
city last year to learn that the number 
planted was so great that there are now near- 
ly 1,500 more trees in Washington than there 
were this time last year. When Mr. Lan- 
ham was asked if he believed in trees in the 
business section he replied that he did. In 
his opinion they not only make the public 
more comfortable but they induce patrons to 
use the shady streets and so aid business. It 
is probably a matter of information to many 
people that the reason trees are missing from 
some blocks in the business section is be- 
cause the streets have been widened until 
the tree line strikes the underground vaults 
beneath the sidewalks. These vaults with 
their street openings allow the business 
houses to get in their coal or merchandise 
from the street, 

If each of a hundred persons asked to place 
a value on the trees in front of their houses 
it is probable that there would be a great 
variety of estimates, The economic yalue of 
a street tree has, however, been established 
as ranging from $100 to $500. In Massachu- 
setts the State penalty for tree destruction 
ranges from $5 to $150. In New York Statea 
penalty as high as $500 has been imposed for 
the destruction of each tree in a row. The 
appraisal value of $100 is considered fair in 
Springfield, Mass., and at Ann Arbor, Mich., 
where Prof. Filbert Roth, a well known 
forester, arrived at his conclusion after much 
calculation as to actual cost. At this rate 
Washington’s 500 miles of curb trees are 
worth $10,656,000 irrespective of their value 
as health agents which is so far-reaching as 
to be beyond calculation. 

The people of Washington are proud of 
their beautiful trees and their shaded streets 
which have become famous all over the 
world. They are appreciating more and more 
their usefulness in making Washington a 
healthful place to live.

Our 
trip made from Waynesboro, Va 
to Spencer, N. C of about 
300 miles, including several de 
We made this trip in 9 hours of steady 
driving. 

We got 
gust 17. We were 
4 o'clock The route we took carried 
us by Roanoke, Va., a point which was 
hit hard by the flood waters. We were 
unaware of these facts, as we were so 
intent upon our trip that we had not 
read the newspapers. It was here that 
we began to see the work of the flood 
waters. Large trees were blown down 
and the James River, which flows by 
Roanoke, was muddy, swift and very 
high. 

As we passed through the outskirts 
of the city we saw what had been 
peaceful rivers; but which were now in 
cornfields, so that you could just see 
corn tassels above. When we came to 
Buchanan we passed over a_ bridge 
where two hours later a bus stalled 
with the loss of two lives. We had to 
slow down very often, aS men were 
working the road. 

When we passed in to North Carolina 
we found that from the tar roads of 
Virginia we came to the white ma- 
cadam. In North Carolina the condi- 
tions were about the same as in Vir- 
ginia in the flood matters. On our way 
to Rocky Mount, N. C., we came to a 
place where the flood waters had wash- 
ed away half of the road leading on to 
a bridge. 

This was a scene of confusion, as 
many cars were lined up on either 
side. 

On the bridge were several officials 

who were supervising the convicts who 
were working on the bridge. A plank 
was laid down so it would span the 
washed away part of the road.

Thomas Jefferson. 

Thomas Jefferson was born April 13, 
1743, in Albemarle County, Va. 

As a boy he was very fond of hunt- 
ing and outdoor sports. He also had a 
natural talent for music. 

He was educated at William and 


Mary College, after which he began the 
study of law in George Wythe’ law of- 
fice. 

Thomas Jefferson deserves a promi- 
nent place among the statesmen and 
the makers of history. He wrote and 
signed the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, which was one of the most im- 
portant events in his life, for it meant 
freedom and independence for the 
American Colonies. He was Secretary 
of State in Washington’s Cabinet in 
which he was a leader of one of the po- 
litical parties opposing Alexander Ham- 
iiton, Secretary of the Treasury. 

Later he became the third President 
of the United States. One of the most 
important acts when he was President 
was the purchase of the Louisiana 
Territory. 

When he was President he had 
trouble with England and France, but 
he clung to peace as he was a man 
with a peaceful dfsposition. In 1819 
Jefferson started the founding of the 
University of Virginia, in- which he 
started the “honor system.” Jefferson's 
last days were spent at Monticello his 
home. He died July 4, 1826 on the 
fiftieth anniversary of the Declaration 
of Independence.
